Hellenistic nudity in art still upsetting the sons of Tiberias 


What is art? What, for that mat- 
ter, is life and how should it be 
lived? Should tolerance be shown by 
all and toward all? And what about 
tourism?

China’s military shakes up 
for regional struggles 


CHINA’S GIANT military ma- 
chine is undergoing a thorough 
shake-up as it moves further away 
from the Maoist concept of total 
people's war towards the high-tech 
21st century. 

Western military analysts say a 
brief battle in March between Chi- 
nese and Vietnamese naval forces 
has concentrated the minds of Pe- 
king's military thinkers on regional 
conflicts. 

“Now, the emphasis is on con- 
flicts that are quick and geographi- 
cally contained — local wars as Chi- 
nese strategists define them,” said a 
Western military academic based in

Palestinians 
return to work 


BEERSHEBA (itim) - The number 
of Palestinians working in Israel has 
increased since the start of the inti- 
fada, Employment Service Direc- 
tor-General David Mena said on 
Sunday. He said: that 80 per cent of 
the 108,000 Palestinian labourers 
who worked in Israel before the inti-

Her Majesty's Government’s wrath was aroused by the 
Mossad’s failure to share with the British secret services 
information it had obtained about the movements on British 
soil of a leading Force 17 terrorist. The man, Abder Rahman 
Mustapha, was and remains ἃ prime suspect in the murder of 
Palestinian cartoonist Ali al-Adhami in London last year. The 
‘accusing British finger pointed at the Mossad in the wake of 
disclosures in the case of Ismael Hassan Sowan. An admitted 
double agent for the PLO and Israel, he was sentenced to 11 
years in jail at the Old Bailey last Thursday for keeping arms 
and explosives that belonged to Mustapha. 

Unofficially, but pretty authoritatively, the Mossad was 
charged with having violated an agreement for collaboration 
between the Israeli and British services, under which it was not 
to infiltrate terrorist groups in Britain without the govern- 
ment’s consent. On British television yesterday Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher was quoted as having warmed Premier 
Yitzhak Shamir already last October that, unless the Mossad 
mended its ways, it stood to lose its “friendly” status in 
Britain; meaning it would be banned. 

This has not happened, yet. Britain’s official reaction to the 
Sowan trial was to apportion blame for London's infestation 
with PLO terrorism even-handedly, as it were, between Israel, 
a friendly sovereign state, and the terrorist PLO. Last Friday 
expulsion orders were issued to Arie Regev, an attache in the 
Israel embassy and to Zaki al-Hawa, press officer at the PLO’s 
office in London. : 

Public opinion in Israel was fairly outraged by the British 
action. Much of the unofficial comment was sanctimonious. At 
the “well-informed” level in Jerusalem there was, however, 
readiness to concede that the British had a point, or two. 
There was, after all, an agreement for collaboration between 
the Israeli and British secret services which the Mossad, for 
reasons still obscure, chose to treat rather lightiy. 

But to equate Israel’s responsibility, such as it may have 
been, in the Sowan-Mustapha affair with that of the PLO was 
nothing less than contemptible, and all of Britain’s formal 
commitment to the fight against terrorism could not wash away 
the dirt it had heaped upon itself by that presumed equation. 

The PLO is a terrorist organization, trailing blood of inno- 
cents the world over. Its London office is a well-known recruit- 
.ing agency for terrorism among Palestinian students in the 
British capital, Abder Rahman Mustapha, a veteran PLO 
terrorist, lived in Britain from 1983 to 1987, working for two of 
. those years at the PLO's London office. Yet it is now somehow 
the fault of that scourge of terrorism, the Mossad, that British 
intelligence was all that time unable,to scent out a professional 
PLO murderer and bring him to justice. . ros 

Not, heaven forbid, the PLO’s fault. According to the 
PLO’s chief representative in London, Faisal Awaida, he had 
a “cordial” meeting with a Foreign Office official last Friday, 
in the course of which he was assured that the British govern- 
ment “recognized” that the PLO office was “ποῖ to blame.” 

For the sake of better British-Israeli relations, it must be 
hoped that such hypocrisy is not characteristic of Britain’s 
policy on peace in our region. 


Challenge to the comptroller 


CHOSEN for the high post of state comptroller just one week 
ago, to succeed Judge Ya'acov Maltz, retired Supreme Court 
Justice Miriam Ben-Porath now has an ideal opportunity to 
defy the sceptics who had suggested that at 70 she should no 
longer undertake the onerous duties of the comptroller. 

A week before her election, a senior cabinet member public- 
ly threw the gauntlet down to the state comptroller, whoever 
he or she might be. For two years running, the ministry headed 
by that cabinet member had been charged by the comptroller 
with gross irregularities, bordering on the criminal. One of the 
points made in the last report was that nearly one third of a 
group of law-enforcement employees specially hixed by the 
tainister had criminal histories. 

Basing himself largely on the catalogue of charges listed in 
those annual state comptroller reports, a Knesset member of 
another party charged in the plenum that the minister was 
runsing his ministry in a corrupt and corrupting manner. 


his parliamentary critic had been quoting statements out of 
context. Nor did be even contest the meaning placed upon the 
facts by the state comptroller himself. Rather, the minister 
simply termed them all lies. His ministry, he proudly declared, 
was being run in exemplary ion. 

The minister of industry and trade, Ariel Sharon, thus in 
effect called the’ state comptroller 2 liar. Had Judge Maltz 
stayed on it would have now fallen to him to assert his 
authority against such wholesale dismissal of his labours as 
suggested by Mr. Sharon’s rebuttal of MK Haim Ramon’s 
critique. Now it has fallen to Mrs. Ben-Porath to do so. 

The situation is achnittedly without precedent, and there are 
no set rules for dealing with it. But if one minister is let go scot- 
free after having so abused the state comptroller, then the 
entire cabinet must be held entitled to follow suit. What useful 
role is then left for the state comptroller, it is hard to fathom.
